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Norway, in Fillmore county, may, at their next annual saylevy & mecint
town meeting, have power to vote to raise such sum of 25 ==
money, not exceeding five hundred dollars, as they
may deem necessary to pay the necessary town charges
for the year 1864, and to liquidate the present indebt-
edness of said town. Such tax shall be levied and col-
lected as other taxes for town purposcs are levied and
collected. .
